The upper poftion of Weaver's 
body was a mass of cuts and

Weaver told physicians that he 
had just returned from a week-end 
leave and was in the act of chang- 
ing his clothing when fire call was 
sounded.

He did not recall what building 
was on fire, but when they got into 
action the first of the magazines 
blew up.

‘NEW YORK, July 10.—A bolt of lightning struck,one of 
‘the TNT magazines of the naval arsenal on the 
Denmark, four miles from Dover, N. J., about 5p. m. today. : 


The deafening explosion that followed spread death and 
destruction. it is “not known how many persons were 
killed, but it is possible the list will exceed 50. At least 50 
marines and sailors are reported missing and 150 civilians wero 
injured, many of them seriously. The Navy Department offi- 
cially reported at least 40 marines missing. 

Only a pall of smoke, broken by a sudden flash as oc- 
oe shells exploded, marked whére the naval arsenal had

Two miles from that blackened area, where wooden build- 
ings—the barracks and officers’ quarters—were burning fierce- 
ly, is the Picatinny Army Arsenal, storehouse of hundréds of 
thousands of poufids of smokeless powder and shells for the 


}army’s big guns. , | 


At 11 o'clock tonight the flames were sweeping toward the 

army ammunition buildings. Molten pieces of steel were pat- 
tering on the roofs of the powder magazines. 
' Major-General Summerall, at Governor's Island, reported 
to the War Department that part of the Picatinny army arsenal 
exploded at 8:14 o’clock tonight, but no report of casualties had 
been received. 

Officers at Picatinny said that if the arsenal did explode, the 
countryside for miles around would be laid waste. , 

The danger lines, beyond which no persons were allowed to 
| pass, were extended late tonight to about five miles from the ar- 
senals. They had previously been maintained at three miles. 

; About midnight the explosions at the naval arsenal were not as 
frequent as they had been earlier in the evening. | 

As the shells in the naval arsenal continued to explode, thousands 
of residents in the vicinity made their way to Dover. Roadways 
were clogged with automobiles pressed into service as ambulances. 
Hospitals and private homes in the region of Dover were jammed 
with the injured. | 


Mt. Hope and Rockaway, Villages 
: Nearby, Wrecked by the Blast 


Because of the confusion and the widespread fear that the Pica- 
‘tinny arsenal would go up in one deafening blast, it was impossible 
‘to obtain specific figures for dead and injured nor to get more than 
‘a fragmentary picture of the destruction caused by the blast. 

' The mining village of Mount Hope, two miles from Lake Denmark, 
was virtually destroyed. Houses toppled on occupants. Women 
‘and children ran to the flelds seeking safety as blast followed biast. 
| Rockaway, a Village seven miles away, also was wiped out. As 
| hey crowded through the streets of Dover—-streets lined with glass 
‘from shattered windows, streets filled with frightened residents, the 
refugees warned all they saw to flee.

The Lake Denmark arsenal is the Navy's largest ammunition de- 
pot and was the center of storage during the war for 12 and 16- 
inch shells. More than 300 buildings stood in tht reservation which, 
with the Picatinny arsenal adjoining, comprised about 2000 acres. 

The Pictanny arsenal was threatened by a forest fire in 1925. 
Before the flames could be checked, one magazine exploded and a sol- 


dier was killed.

The message to the department 
said that about 20 survivors had 
been taken to Newfoundland, N. J. 
Lieut.-Commander E. A. Brown, 
medical corps, was said to be killed. 

The depot was struck by light- 
ning about 5 p. m.

“Report of death of Lieutenant- 
Commander E. A. Brown, Medical 
Corps at Lake Denmark now de- 
nied. Have been unable to obtain 
confirmation of death. Definite in- 
formation concerning casualties 
within short time.” 

The Navy Department's records 
‘show that the complement of the 
Lake Denmark depot was as fol- 
lows: One Captain of Marines and 
59 enlisted men of Marine Corps, 
five naval officers and four enlist- 
ed men of the Naval Hospital 
Corps. Total 69. It was said at 
the Navy Department that a num- 
ber of civilians, possibly 20 to 30 
were employed there. They may 
not have been at work at the time 
the explosion occurred. 


Major-General Clarence V. Wil- 
liams, chief of army ordnance, and 
Brigadier-General V. L. Ruggles, 
assistant chief, prepared to leave 
tonight for the army arsenal at 
Picatinny to survey the situation. 
Gen. Ruggles was informed that 
considerable damage had been done 
to buildings on the army reserva- 
tion, some of them having been 
wrecked. He also was told that no 
estimate could be made on the loss 
of life or property damage, as no 
one could get near the danger zone. 


Only one death, that of a wom- 
an, had been officially established, 
although it was believed many had 
been killed, and it was estimated 
that ‘at least 20 or 30 persons had 
been injured. 


Gen. Ruggles was informed that 
Capt. Dowling, commandant of the 
naval depot, had been injured 
about the legs. Previous advices 
had stated that he was seriously 
injured. 


The Navy Department experi- 
enced difficulty in getting accu- 
rate information from the scene of 
the disaster. It also attempted to 
get up a list of personnel at the 
depot, but up to late tonight had 
given out only a few names.

Commander Brown of the Naval 
Medical Corps, Capt. B. H. Clarke 
and Lieut. Herman C. Schrader of 
the Marine Corps, chief gunners, J.

The first indication of an 
accident was the appearance over 
the Sparta Mountains, which sepa- 
rate Oak Ridge and New Found- 
land, N. J., from the _ valley in 
which the arsenal is located, of a 
huge cloud of white smoke. 

A sharp explosion, deafeningly 
loud, followed the appearance of 
the cloud. Immediately afterward 
a thundering rumble and hissing 
shook the ground. A brilliant 
cloud of flame spread over the sky 
in the direction of the arsenal. A 
second and heavier explosion fol- 
lowed almost immediately. 

The rumbling continued without 
intermission until some 40 minutes 
later, when a third explosion 
spread another brilliant flame 
across the sky. This third explo- 
sion was not so intense as the two 
which preceded it. 

The rumbling continued for al- 
most two hours after the first ex- 
plosion, punctuated at brief inter- 
vals by sharp reports as of bombs 
and mines.

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FORD OF THE RADIO 
ON ST. LOUIS VISIT 


Powel Crosley Jr. “Predicts 
Great Growth of Industry 
Through Service to Farmer. 


Indications point to 1926-7 be- 
ing the biggest season in the radio 
industry, according to Powel Cros- 
ley Jr., president of the Crosley 
Radio Corporation of Cincinnati, 
who will make a tour of some of 
the cities in the Middle-West, in 
the coming week. He will be the 
guest of five local campanies dur- 
ing his brief stay in St. Louis to- 
morrow. He will address distribu- 
tors, dealers and representatives 
at the Mayfair Hotel. 

The great interest in radio may 
be gauged by the fact that during 
the year 1925 the American public 
spent $500,000,000 for radio re- 
ceiving sets, or 10 times the amount 
spent for that purpose in 1922. eA 
big portion of these sets were pur- 
chased in the great Middle Western 
states. 

“This ten-fold increase within 
three years gives an idea of the 
rapidity with which the nation is 
adopting the radio as a means of 
education and entertainment,” said 
Crossley in a recent interview. 

“No other factor in our present- 
day civilization has gained such 
wide popularity in such a brief 
time as has the radio. 

“As an example, take the auto- 
mobile, which is regarded by many 
as the wonder of the age—a thing 
of marvelous growth. Statistics 
compilei by the National Automo- 
bile Chamber of Commerce show 
that during the fifth year of .the 
automotive industry, 3200 automo- 
biles were operated in the United 
States. 

“The radio industry is five years 
old and 6,000,000 receiving sets 
now are being used throughout | 
the country.

BROADCAST OF PAGEANT 
A BiG RADIO EVENT 


Seven Stations in Southwestern 
Chain Aided in Celebration 
of Missouri Pacific Dia- 
mond Jubilee. 


What is said to have been the 
largest chain of Middlewest and 
Southwest broadcasting stations 
ever used on a similar occasion was 
‘hooked up” in connection with 
broadcasting the remote control 
from Washington University stadi- 
um here on. the night of July 
5 of “Service—A Pageant of Prog- 
ress,” an historical spectacle pre- 
sented by 1000 employes of the 
Missouri Pacific lines. Telegraphic 
reports received here indicate that 
the entire two-hour program was 


handled without interruption and 
was put on the air at each of the 
seven broadcasting stations with 
exceptional clarity and technical 
excellence. 

Stations included in the Middle- 
west and Southwest chain were 
KSD, St. Louis; WDAF, Kansas 
City; WBAP, Fort Worth, WOAI, 
San Antonio, KPRC, Houston, 
WMC, Memphis, and WOAW, Oma- 
ha. 

Direction of broadcasting was 
handled by Gerald Chatfield, pro- 
gram manager of Station WEAF, 
New York, while announcing and 
interpretation of the pageant pan- 
tomime sections, was the work of 
James Haupt, assistant musical di- 
rector of the same station. Both 
Mc. Chatfield and Mr. Haupt spent 
several days here making prelimi- 
nary preparations for handling the 
program from Washington Univer- 
sity stadium, where complete pick- 
up and control equipment was in- 
stalled. and thoroughly tested be- 
fore July 5. 

Owing to the immense size of the 
stage and to the fact that speeches | 
and musical numbers which we re | 
‘o be broadcast had to be picked 
up from widely varying places, an 
intricate system of microphoae lo- 
cations and switchings had io ke 
worked out. Nine microphones 
were used, some of which were 
portable, being placed in their 
proper locations during the scene 
shifting by means of cords and at- 
tachment plugs situated in the ficor 
of the stage. Placing portable imi- 
crophones was a_ touch-and-so 
proposition and their handling was 
“cued” just as were the entrance 
of actors. One difficult prontem 
which was solved, and which illus- 
trates the unusual manner 
which the microphones were i14n- 
died was the broadcasting of @ Ne- 
gro quartet of cotton pickers who 
sang from back-stage, surrounded 
by a large group of pickanrinnies. 
It was impossible to keep the p ck- 
aninnies from knocking over tiie 
microphones in rehearsal, so a 
member of the broadcasting staff 
was made up in black-face and a 
Negro costume so that he might 
mingle with the characters unno- 
ticed. At the proper instant he 
plugged in his two “mikes” and 
held them on his knees during ren- 
dition of the-quartet numbers. An- 
other unusual microphone location 
was necessary in connection with 
Helen Gould’s address delivered 
from the observation platform of

||Dust Checks Efficiency of a Set. 


Dust in a radio set is often the 
cause of a large loss in efficiency. 
This is especially true in wet 
weather, when the dust becomes 
damp and allows the feeble cur- 
rents to leak. The worst place for 
dust to be allowed to collect is 
about binding posts and terminals 
and between the plates of rotary 
variable condensers. It may be re- 
moved from between wires and 
around terminals with a small 
brush about two inches wide. Use 
Pipe cleaners, the same as em- 
ployed for cleaning the stems of 
ordinary pipes, for removing dust 
from between condenser plates and 
from otherwise inaccessible places. 
Make a rule to clean the set as 
often as once a month.

dreds of telegrams and letters from 
all sections of the South, Middle 
West and Southwest, in which the 
program was highly complimented, 
were received at the general offices 
of the Missouri Pacific Lines here 
and at Station KSD.

The largest control installation 
ever used on a similar event was 
housed in an especially constructed 
building erected on one wing of the 
stage. One-half of this building 
was ocoupied by the radio control 
equipment, while the other side 
held the public address system con- 
trol apparatus. Seated at a table 
directly to the edge of the stage 
near the control station, but ob- 
scured from the audience, Mr. 
Chatfield directed the fading in and 
out of the various microphones, 
while Mr. Haupt, through the an- 
nouncer’s microphone, and using 
the music and songs as a back- 
ground, painted on the air word- 
pictures of the pantomime, comi- 
pletely describing the pageant as it 
progressed step by step. 

As an example of the difficulties 
under which they worked, and the 
care with which the signalling sys- 
tem was worked out, the manner 
in which the “interpreter” was put 
on the air is interesting. The “‘in- 
terpreter’’ was, so to speak, the his- 
torian of the pageant. He was 
seated high in the air to one side 
and in front of the stage, and 
could neither see the stage nor be 
seen from it. Proceeding each epi- 
sode he explained the significagge 
of the scene to follow. His cue 
from the stage director was the 
spotlight, which was thrown upon 
him, although this cue did not al- 
ways coincide with the broadcast- 
ing cue. A signal circuit installed 
by Mr. Chatfield, and also con- 
trolled by him from his station 
on the stage, flashed a tiny red 
‘light in an obscured position near 
‘the interpreter’s chair, indicating 
‘that the microphone was cut in. 

Special precautions were taken 
in arranging the public address 
horns which conveyed the spoken 
part of the program to the audi- 
ence of some 20,000 persons seated 
in the stadium. Operation of the 
public address amplifiers at the 
front of the stage was handled in 
such manner as not to conflict with 
the broadcasting microphones, a 
series of preliminary tests and ad- 
justments being made prior to the 
pageant performance to _ insure 
against interference between the 
two systems. 

As a further insurance against 
mishap, and to prevent disappoint- 
ment of the entire seven radio 
broadcasting stations and their 
countless thousands of hearers, the 
Missouri Pacific Lines provided an 
auxiliary station in the gymnasium 
room of

A vacuum tube will not be de- 
stroyed if the voltage is ico low, 
but there is danger when this volt- 
age is too high. Therefore, the 
correct filament voltage as called 
for by the manufacturer should 
be applied to the tubes. The type 
used for radio frequency amplifi- 
cation does fot require burning as 


bright as those used for awllo fre- 


quency amplification. In the former 
case they should get the correct 
filament voltage for best resulta, 
and this will depend on the wave 
length the set is adjusted to. The 
longer wave lengths usually require 
the radio frequency tubes to be 
burned a little brighter.

MUNROE'S MOTIVE 
IN BUYING LACLEDE 
STOCK DEFENDED 


Brief Filed With State Com- 
mission Says Chicagoan 
Made Purchase as Invest- 


ment. 


PLAN TO INFLATE 
VALUE IS DENIED 


Company Contends It 
Would Cost More Than 
$70,000,000 to Replace 
Local Equipment.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 10.— 

A defense of Charles A. Munroe, 


Chairman’ of the board of the La- 
clede Gas Light Co. of St. Louis, 
is contained in a brief filed by 
the eompany’s counsel here today 
before the State Public Service 
Commission, which will place a 
valuation on the company’s prop- 
erties for the purpose of determ- 
ining rates to consumers in Sst. 
Louis. 

The city, on June 24, told the 
commission that the valuation 
should not exceed $40,000,000 and 
argued that the company sought 
a $70,000,000 valuation in order 
to increase the speculative profits 
of Munroe, who, with others, pur- 
chased a working control of the 
fas company in 1924. The reply 
brief filed today insists upon a 
valuation of not less than $70,000.,- 
000, and says: 

“Counsel for the city has laid 
stress upon the fact that Mr. Mun- 
roe is and has been since 1896 a 
resident of Chicago, Illinois. That 
is true. But is @ diversity of citi- 
zenship ground for injustice? 

“They charge him with being a 
speculator. That statement is 
wholly unsupported by the eyi- 
dence in the record. 

Counsel Called Reckless. 

“They say/he instigated these 
proceedings for some purpose of 
his own. That statement is so 
obviously untrue as to _ indicate 
that counsel have either grown 
reckless in their desire to inject 
prejudicial matter into the case, or 
are wholly ignorant of the record 
of the case during the-eight years 
which it has been pending. 

“They have insinuated that Mr. 
Munroe’s purchase was not made 
for’ the purpose of acquiring an 
investment and enabling him to 
help in the management and de- 
velopment of the property, but 
that he bought with the idea of 
having a large value established 
for the property and then selling 
out his holdings at a profit and 
‘moving on.’ These statements and 
insinuations with respect to Mr. 

Munroe’s purposes are not only 
unjust and unfair to him, but they 
are entirely refuted by the record. 
Mr. Munroe testified: 

***All my life I have been inter- 
ested—in all my buisens life—in 
the purchase of gas and electric 
properties. I am still an owner 
in the first one I evcr purchased. 
I have never sold but one property 
and in that I am stockholder, and 
this investment in this stock was 
made for the sole purpose of fur- 
nishing an investment. There has 
been no disposition or intention to 
sell this property. I made the in- 
vestment for the purpose of keep- 
ing it and so did my associates.’ ” 

Four Points imed. 

The brief, filed by the law firm 
of Taylor, Chasnoff & Willson, St. 
Louis, continues: + 

“We think that the record in 
this case conclusively establishes 
the following propositions: 

“1, That it would cost more 
than $70,000,000 to reproduce the 
properties of the Laclede Gas Light 
Co. used and useful im the public 
service as of Sept. 30, 1925. 

“9 That the original cost of 
these properties cannot be accur 


jately ascertained. 


“3 That estimates of the orig- 
inal cost of these properties are 
not useful as a guide to their pres- 
ent fair value,-in view of the 
enormous changes in construction 
costs since the properties were 
originally built. 

“4. That the condition and oper- 
ating efficiency of the properties 
are such as to make these prop- 
erties just as valuable as new fe- 
productions of them would be. 

“— That the present fair value 
of these properties is not less than 
$70,000,000.” 

History of Syndicate. 

The circumstances under which 
a syndicate headed by Munroe 
bought control of Laclede Gas are 
reviewed as follows:

Order, Sent to Parents, Says 
Cars Lower Scholastic and 
Moral Standing.

CHAMPAIGN, ILL, July 10-— 
The Council of Administration at 
the University of Illinois, declaring 
that the operation of automobiles 
lowers the scholastic standing of 
students, causing constant and seri- 
ous waste imé, and contributes 
to moral déelinquences, has adopted 
a new rule which will bar student 
automobiles at the universttyv, start- 
ing Sept. 1. The only exceptions 
will be those who hold permits 
from the council. 

Five reasons for barring ca.= 
are cited in a letter being mailed 
by the-council to the parents and 
guardians of all students scheduled 
to re-enter school this fall, and | 
to those prospective freshmen stu- | 
dents who are applying for ad-| 
mission.

Why have these people not remained con. 
quered? Why are they again in arms, ter- 
rorizing, robbing and murdering? 

The story involves no little bungling on, 
the part of the United States, together with } 
some honest mistakes. To the Malanao it; 
involves perfidy on the part of America, ( 
whose word, he feels, has been broken. 
Therefore he has resorted to arms. He has 
slain where he could, ambushed, stolen away 
under. cover of darkness, and he lives to 
ambush and slay again. <A score of constab- ; 
ulary are dead at his hands. 

To the fanatical Malanao there is no law 
but Allah’s. This law, he fancies, he has em- 
bodied in his customary laws, which are ris- 
id. When Captain (now General) Pershing 
came, in 1899, calling him brother and (in 
the nam@of America) speaking of the sancti- 
ty of pacts between soldier and soldier, gave 
assurances that these laws would be respect- 
ed by America, the Malanao believed and sur- 
rendered his arms to a man whose courage 
and honor he respected. 

The Malanao is an industrious farmer. His 
fields had been neglected while he defend- 
ed his borders agafnst an enemy. Now this 
enemy had become his friend, even his broth- 
er; so he would abandon fighting and get 
back quickly into his neglected fields. His 
brother would send him teachers for his chil- 
dren, who should read the Koran and many 
strange tales and be as wise as Christian 
children. All should be well with him and 
his. His brave white brother had said so. 

And his white brother meant, too, every 
word of it. In the campaigns he had come 
to regard the Malanao with thorough respect.

This period, however, was short-lived. 

The first American Government the Moros 
and other peoples of the Philippines knew 
was the Government imposed by President 
McKinley as commander-in-chief of the Army 
and Navy of the United States—a Govern- 
ment, therefore, of general orders that were 
brief, clear and to.the point. Such a Gov. 
ernment the Moros could understand, for it 
was nothing but an extension of their family 
-laws and tribal customary laws; it had the 
directness of the dicta of sultans and dattus 
and panditas. 

What McKinley did was confirmed and rati- 
fied in the Civil Government Act of 1902, 
but by that act government passed from the 
military into the hands of civil servants; Con. 
gress assumed its constitutional responsibil- 
ity over the new territory.

Slighting the Moros. 

In 1916 the full legislature was created by 
the Jones Act. This gave Harrison, then 
Governor-General, the right to send nine 
Moros and Americans to the Lower House 
and two to the Senate.

The purpose of conducting schools accept- 
able to the Moros had long before been aban- 
doned. The schools filled up with native 
Christian teachers. Normal] schools, colleges 
and a university were provided for the Chris- 
tians, nothing for the Moros. Public im- 
provements the American army had under- 
taken and largely completed were left neg- 
lected. 


Christian Schools—Then Murder. 


School books issued by the Government in 
Manila would not tend tou make the young 
Moros staunch in the ancient faith. 
Astounding as it may seem, the primer had 
stories about cute little pigs in it. This 
for little Mohammedans to read. There was 
trouble ‘with the schools, and teachers were 
killed. Moros were outlawed, hunted down 
and shot by the Christian constabulary. 
Though far in the majority, they had hardly 
a word to say in affairs vitally concetning 
themselves. The Moro and his civilization 
were placed where they would perish. 

Today the Christian hegemony is all but 
complete. In municipal districts the elective 
officials may be Moros, and many are. But 
no Moros are fitted by education to be Jus-

This is the tragedy which has been visited 
upon the Moro. The public lands have not 
been surveyed, and Christian migration, en- 
couraged and financed oftentimes by-the Gov- 
ernment, encroaches upon lands the Moros 
believe they legally hold by inheritance from 
their ancestors. The country is deliberately 
left unimproved. This year there is not a 
centavo of appropriation from Manila for 
roads or wharves in Lanao, a province as 
large as an important European state, but 
with only 31 kilometers, 20 miles, of road- 
way. Seventy more kilometers, 43.5 miles, 
of roadway built by the United States army 
from coast to coast is today but a trail over 
which it fs hard and dangerous to go afoot.

BRITISH COAL STRIKE 
Continued From Page 1B. 


eXhausted. Thanks to the failure 
of the general strike, supplies are 
coming in from Germany and the 
United States of America, but they 
constitute only a small percentage 
of the demand and the cost of 
fore'gn coal is necessarily high. 
These supplies will enable the rail- 
ways to continue running a re- 
duced service and also assist to 
keep going industries that do not 
consume large quantities of coal. 


But the heavy metal trades can- 
ot be kept going by this means. 
The numbers of unemployed are 
therefore increasing week by week 
and short time is becoming more 
and more prevalent. It is too early 
yet to assess the permanent effects 
of this long stoppage in our most 
important basic industry. A _ na- 
tional loss of 400,000,000 pounds is 
in itself serious, especially for a 
nation which has to carry on its 
shoulders a burden of 7,000,000,- 
000 pounds, and it must necessarily 
cause a further setback in our for- 
eign trade. 


What Settlement Means. 


If, -however, it ends in a good 
settlement which has in it ele- 
ments of permanency, the loss 
would be more than made up by 
the new feeling of confidence which 
would ensue. If there were a set- 
tlement which -woeuld reconstruct 
the mining industry and satisfy the 
workers that their wages were not 
being unduly depressed through in- 
efficiency, trade would. recover in 
the next few months more than it 
had lost in these last few weeks. 
The greatest advantage of all to 
British industry would be the re- 
moval of the constant saurcece of un- 
settlement which has hung over 
business in these islands for many 
years. Coal measures are still there 
and they are the richest in Europe. 
They have one superiority over all 
the coalfields of the world in one 
respect——that they are within easy 
access of the sea. That will always 
enable British coal to come first 
in natural markets and to keep 
other industries going within cheap 
reach of our ports. Nothing that 
either Mr. Cook or Mr. Evan Wil- 
liams can do or Mr. Baldwin fails 
to do can deprive Great Britain of 
this supreme natural advantage. 
When the fumblers have all ceased 


to muddle, British coalfields will 
have a chance to reap that advant- 
age.

Says Action Is Imperative. 

“Speeding has become a menace | 
here.”

Some 
people have become imbued with | 
the idea that St. Louis has no 
speed ordinance and think theyare | 
immune from penalty. The pro- 


sult in curbing the present. ten- 
dency. The purposes of the pend- 
ing ordinance will be twofold: first, 
it will definitely fix the speed law 
at 25 miles an hour, as distin- 
guished from the present law, 
which deciares that the motorist 
must drive so as ‘not to endanger 
the life or limb’ of any person, and 
second, itt will enable a rigid defi- 
nition of what constitutes reckless 
driving. 

“Our State law provides that the 
eity shall not fix arbitrary speed 
laws, in contravention to the State 
laws, unless every road leading into 
the city is properly placarded 
showing what the speed limit is. 
The new law conforms with the

The condemned man who would not be 
President, the untried soldier who sits as 
Secretary of War, the swashbuckler turned 
Socialist, the plotting and disguised con- 
spirator who is now dictator—these are one 
and the same man: Marshal Joseph Pilsud- 
ski, whose putsch, in the latter part of May, 
has made him the most curious and Intrigu- 
ing figure in high politics today. 

- He is “the man on horseback'’ of the 
Polish hour. And he gaits in his house at 
Sulejowek pussiing out his nation’s prob- 
lems, what time he is not in Belvedere Pal- 
ace serving as understrapper to his own unh- 
derling, ae Secretary of War in the Cabinet 
of President Ignatz Moscicki, whom he 
named to that high office after his own re- 
fusal of it—simply by signifying that it was 
Rin will. ‘‘Militarist,’’ say his enemies. ‘So- 
clalist,”’ say his friends. Perhaps the great- 
er truth is that General Pilsudski is a revo- 
lutionist—and was born that way. 


ily long distinguished among Polish 

revolutionists. Hatred of Russia he 
imbibed with mother’s milk, and hatred of 
Russia led him on in the strange ad- 
ventures and conspiracies of a career 
that has no equal in the twentieth cen- 
tury. He was born in 41867, and 
that same year one of his uncles was 
hanged for his part in a conspiracy against 
the Ruasian Government. The same year his 
grandmother and two of his aunts were 
thrown into prison by Russian authorities. 
They, too, were revolutionists. Young 
Joseph's grandmother became blind in a 
Russian dungeon. His father, not long after 
the boy's birth, was forced to flee his home 
at Zulow in the old Russia Government of 
Vilna and remain io hiding for severa! years 
to save his neck. The estate was confiscat- 
ed. Somehow, Pilsudski's 
mother, a brilliant woman 
whom Henry Bienkiewics im- 
mortalized in his nove), ‘The 
Deluge,” managed to keep 
together her flock of chil- 
dren. Then an older broth- 
er, Bronisias, sent to the 
Charkow University,  be- 
came involved in an anti- 
Csarist conspiracy and was 
sentenced to serve 20 years 
at hard labor in the Sibertan 
mines. 

Later Joseph went to 
Charkow. Within a few 
months the ardent young 
Pole had organised a secret 
patriotic society among his

Fi Joseph Pilsudeki was born of a fain- 


fellows. The first venture of the great con- 
spirator was a failure. He was expelled. 

That failure opened the way to his suc- 
cess. He returned to Vilna and found his 
way about among the revolutionists in his 
native district. Soon admitted to their coun- 
cils, he became their acknowledged Jeader. 
And now he made his first ‘‘tie-up” with the 
Socialists. 

The Polish people are not economists. 
They are idealists. Their patriots live in a 
world of dreams. 
between the Poles and Russia. Patriotic 
fervor, religious faith and chivalric tradi- 
tion served to keep it alive. The Russian, 
an invader, of a different faith, and owing 
allegiance more to an Oriental.than a West- 
ern civilization, was hated not alone be- 
cause he waa a conqueror, but because he 
was a Russian. Ever present was the 
thought to free the necks of the Polish peo- 
ple from the oppressor’s yoke. The victory 
would be for God as well as for country, 
and against a barbarian, too. Yet the Poles, 
as revolutionists, were as futile as were the 
Irish in their attempts to free themselves. 
There were melodramatic gestures. There 
waa little done. 


ERHAPS the youthful Pilsudski 
P srarvec at first at the possibility of 

allying to himself any enemy of 
the Russian Czar. In any event he 
became involved with the Socialists. 
In the Polish Revolutionary Society, 
which he founded, he united the Socialists 
to the political revolutionaries. And in the 
end he had become convinced. He was a 
Social-Democrat, a Socialist as well as a 
patriot. His putsch of last May was pro- 
voked by the crying need of such reforms at 
home as America would call “socialistic.” 
The breaking up of the large estates of the 
aristocrats and their division among the 
peasant class was a cardinal principle. 

Said Pileudski, apeaking to his follow- 
ere on the eve of the. National Assembly 
which tendered him the presidency for the 
second time: “Once before I had the great- 
est power any man in Poland ever had. I! 
would not rule with the whip, but sum- 
moned the Diet. I did not have to sum- 
mon the Diet, I did it of my own volition. 
But the Polish people did not revive as I 
had expected. They have shown personal 
courage, but they have only developed par- 
tles and disputes. They have abused the 
freedom of democracy, and that touched me 
nearest, because I[ am aie convinced 
democrat." 

In his 10-minute speech this Socialist had 
mentioned whips five times. And twice the 
whip, according to his figure, was held in his 
own hand. 

That is significant of the man. An ideal- 
ist in alms. A ‘“‘direct actionist,"’ ready at 
once to appeal to force, to gain those aims. 

It was so when the Polish Revolutionary

Society was being formed by him some 40 
years ago. Something, the society felt, must 
be done to arouse the world to conscious- 
ness of Russia's injustice to the Poles. And 
the inner council of ten decreed that Czar 
Alexander should die, that the world might 
know. Carefully they planned. Slowly they 
moved toward their goal. 

The meetings of the 10 men were held in 
secret places, in low dives, in criminal dens. 
Entrance might. be had by password only. 
And at every meeting the password was 
changed, : 

The Ten gathered one hight in an infa- 
mous resort in a suburb of Vilna. With 
them there were two wamen conspirators, 
Among the 12 there, one was a Judas. Cos- 
sacks surrounded the tavern at midnight. 
There was the stamp of boots and the crack 
of the nagajka, the dreadful Cossack knout. 
Pilsudski 
was sentenced to Siberia~for five years. 
Just 40 years ago he started on the clanking 
tramp to Siberia to serve his sentence. 

At once, almost, he was plotting to be 
free. Three Nihilists had a scheme afoot. 
To the prison came a beautiful young Rus- 
sian woman who pitied the Pole and gave to 
him her sympathy. He confessed the plot. 

“Impossible,” she said. “If you must go, 
I will help you, but it is certain death, Think 
of your mother, I beg of you. Think of 
yourself. Think of me." He Stayed. The 
three Nihilists were shot to death in an ef- 
fort to break away. Pileudski served his 
five-year term. 

He had paid in full, but he wasn't free. 
Russta banished him from his beloved prov- 
ince of Vilna. He went to Lods. 


VOWEDLY, now, he was a Socialist. 
Ae wanted to organise the people of 

Poland in preparation for a_  ao- 
clalistic democracy. Once organized,’ he 
wanted to create an army that was 
to drill in secret and—bhe ready. 

He went to work. Asa printer. He joined 
various workers’ societies. He helped to 
siuggle to the workers the forbidden so- 
Claliatic literature of Germany. He called 
himself “Ziuk.” He went hither, yonder, 
somewhere else. He was organising, now, 
the Polish Socialist Party. 

Joseph Conrad, another Pole, once wrote 
a novel the plot of which concerned a revo- 


lutionist conspiracy. The Anglo-Saxon 
reader smiles, ‘Impossible, he says. ‘Too 
melodramatic.”” Yet Conrad might have

From factory to 
factory went Pil- 
sudski, now called 
Ziuk. He formed 
the workers into 
groups, which met 
secretly. Each 
three groups elect-

There were pass- 
words, and cellar 
meeting places. 
And midnight con- 
vocations. But 
there was also 
work. A newspa- 
per made its ap- 
pearance. It was 
called Robotnik, 
which meafis Laborer. Police were 
attacked and sometimes killed. 
There were attempts on the lives 
of Russian officials. Russian po- 
lice sought the editor. The editor 
was Pilsudski, who had taken the 
name of Comrade Ziuk. Again 
and again they almost caught him. 
Once he was in their clutches and 
persuaded them he was a waiter. 
He managed to lead the marchers 
in the bloody demonstration of 
Graabowsky Square, where 300 of 
his comrades were shot down by 
the Cossacks. But he escaped. 
He lived in constant fear of

aples. Not even his closest friends knew his 


plans. He spent the night with comrades 
wherever he might be, seldom staying at 
home save when it was needful to work on 
the newspaper which he printed: there. He 
had made the acquaintance of an actor and 
had learned the art of makeup and disguise. 
Not even those who knew him best could al- 
ways recognize him. 3 

One night in the spring of 1900 Pilsudski 
summoned to his room The Ten——the inner 
council of the Polish revolutionaries. A 
spy satin that room. Some of them suspect- 
ed that. It may have been such a suspicion 
which caused Pilsudski to summon them. 
They sat at a table handing about and dis- 
cussing a copy of Robotnik, juat wet from 
the press, which etood in another corner. 
Then tramping boots. The police were upun 
them. Those who resisted were beaten Into 
submission. Pilsudaki was handcuffed ani 
sent under heavy guard to the police heai- 
quarters. Two months later he was sen- 
tenced to die. In Cell 10 he lay in the 
Warsaw citadel—whence, like so many 
other patriots, he was to march forth to 
meet death. 


ILSUDSKI was never one of the many 


Pex he didn't die as the others 
* had dled. Friends outside found 
a way to communicate with him with- 


“Polgn insanity,’’ they wrote. 
Dr. Patek, a young Polish physician, told 
him by letter how to simulate the “‘persecu- 
tion delusion.’ Pilsudski refused to eat. He 
would not drink water of which the Warden 
had not tasted first. It was convincing. Pil- 
sudski was ordered to Leningrad (then St. 


‘Petersburg) for confinement in the Fortress 


of 88. Peter and Paul, while doctors studied 
his case. Friends were there, too. One of 
the physiclans was Dr. Masurkiewicz, a Pole, 
who had procured appointment as psychi- 
atrist to that institution for just one pur- 
pose. He smuggled Pilsudski a surgeon's 
uniform. He guided him outside the walis. 


The arch conspirator was free. The Polish 
doctor had accomplished what he'd 
planned. 


Then he lived In Vienna, in Paris, in Lon- 
don—— wherever the Polish exiles needed an 
organizer. In Paris he married Marja Jur- 
kiewicz, his first wife. She was a beautiful 
Jewish girl and a revolutionary. There was 
no place for priests in their ceremony. They 
simply married themselves by contract. That 
was that. 

Pilsudski couldn't stand the inactive life 
of a political exile. He went to Austria, and 
at Cracow began again his plotting. He was 
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Joseph Pilsudski’s

seeking among Austri- 
an Poles a secret ariny. 
One-to invade Russia 
and strike for Polish 
freedom when he ordered the advance. 

Came Russia's war with Japan. Pilsudski 
attempted to mobilize Polish manpower and 
rebel against Russia in that lucky moment. 
The plan failed. He sought then to place 
bis Polish Legion in the service of Japan. 
He escaped to.America and thence to Tokio. 
A rival followed him. ‘He is a visionary 
and a dreamer,” said the rival. ‘‘Thanks,’’ 
said Japan to Pilsudski, “but how is it you 
Poles do not agree 
There was an end to things. Pilsudski, out 
of his effort, had gained only a trip around 
the world. But he wouldn't rest. 

He invaded Mussia, still at war, with a 
secret army, which harried the rear of the 
Czarist forces. The commander of that 
army was “Witkor.’”” “Witkor’’ was Joseph 
Pilsudski, 

He learned that 400.000 rubles were on a 
train bound for Warsaw to pay off the 
Czar’s soldiers. With bombs and fevolvers 


he and his invisible army halted that train 


at Rogow by tearing up the railroad tracks. 
With bombs and guns they drove away the 
soldier guards, after killing half of them. 
And they took the gold. ‘“‘Witkor’’ left # re- 
ceipt for it and gave the money to the 8o- 
cialist party. Raids on military trains net- 
ted machine guns. A Russian ammunition 
factory was dynamited at Lodz. Masked 
men of the invisible army challenged Rus- 
sian soldiers and shot them down on War- 
saw's streets. The lives of high offictals in 
the provinces were taken by the fighting 
force of ‘‘Witkor.”’ 


ET at the same time, disguised, 
Y Pilsudski lived for weeks in fashion- 

able hotels in Warsaw, disguised as 
a German merchant, and at Lodz had pub- 
licly appeared in the uniform of a Rusalan 
officer. 

Once he procured the uniform of a Rus- 
sian Colonel and with forged orders took 
charge, with six ‘‘soldiers,”’ of 10 condemned 
political revolutionists whom he was to con- 
vey to the forest beyond Praga and execute. 
Of course, he freed the 10. He had become 
a Robin Hood sort of hero to his people, and 
then the Russo-Japanese War ended. The 
Czar grew more brutal in repressing Polish 
patriots. Pilsudski fled to Austrian Poland. 

There he started again to organize a secret 
soldiery. His “rifle clubs’ were to be a 
Polish Legion, if Fate struck the hour for 
Poland's independence. And Fate did strike 
the hour. In 1914 the World War blazed 
up. Pilsudski offered his “rifle clubs’ to 
the Central Powers, seeking to put them into 
the field against Russia. He was commissioned 
ae Captain and sent to recruit in Poland. 

For a Captain to rise to a General's com- 
mand in the old Austrian army of Franz 
Josef was a mere matter of time-—of 40 
years of time. Pilsudski telescoped those 40 
years into one. 

His Polish legion was a part of the army 
now. And Austria needed more such legion- 
naires. In different disguises Pilsudski tray- 
eled back and forth through the Russian 
lines, always bringing recruits from the Pol- 
ish conscripts under the Csarist flag. He 
started one night across No Man's Land with 
a detachment of 400 Poles. Russian guns 
opened on them. Only 300 of the deserters 
survived to reach the Austrian lines. That 
exploit won Pilsudeaki the rank of Major. 
He wasn't satisfied. He threatened to quit. 
Austria designated him a General. Austrian 
Majors, Colonels and Generals were wroth. 

‘Russia collapsed. Poland's enemy now 
was Austria. Only the Central Powers need 
she fear. Pilsudski now organised, within 
the Austrian army, a Polish army. ‘Polska 
Organisacja Woyanna,” he called it (“Polish 
Military Organization’’). It created its own 
arsenals. When Teutonic pressure got too 
strong in Poland it blew up a few German 
munitions factories. At Warsaw, his head- 
quarters, Pilsudski was living a strange 
double life. By day he served as a General

He was arrested, court martialed, sep. 
tenced to die. They took him again Into the 
Wafsaw citade! to await death.

ing inactivity. Yet during those two 

years his secret army increased 
to 50,000 men. They were armed and 
drilled and awaited the word. Pilsudski 
never gave that word. General von 
Gaesler ordered him and his men to 
take an oath of allegiance to Kaiser 
Wilhelm. Pileudsxi refused. He forbade 
his legionnaires to do so. They obeyed and 
General Piisudski was haled before a court, 
questioned and sentenced to spend 10 years 
in the military prison of Magdeburg. 

Fourteen months he stayed there. They 
were the last montha of the war. Revolution 
fiared in Berlin. The people overthrew the 
autocracies of Middle Europe. Pileudski 
went free. 

He was off for Warsaw. In that city 
40,000 people greeted him in welcome. His 
Polish Legion would have no other man to 
head the army of reborn Poland. It escort- 
ed him to Belvedere Palace. They offered 
him all power. They called him Chief of 
State. In February, 1920, two years later, 
the Diet unanimously conferred on him that 
title. He was President and Poland was 
free. A little later he married for a second 
time, his bride being the Ruthenian girl 
Schordenska whd, in the days when he posed 
as a Russian Lieutenant to save revolution 
fata’ lives, had been his accomplice. 

In November, 1921, he resigned as Presi- 
dept of Poland. Parliament had interfered, 
preventing the success of his pet plan of in- 
corporating Vilna in the Polish State. A 
President had no power, he said. ‘‘True pa- 
triot,” his friends declared. ‘Imperialist,” 
said his enemies. He retired to Sulejowek 
to watch affairs from his private estate. 

But watchihg was not waiting. Quiet is 
foreign to Pileudski.

It is not clear just 
how much money, if any, Gates actually put 
into the wire manufacturing business. It 
seema his role was that of guarantor rather 
than investur and that he simply stood by 
the struggling manufacturer as assurance 
that Edenborn need not fear annihilation. 
Anyway, the alliance weathered the storm of 
price cutting. Finally, when it became ap- 
parent that the Edenborn-Gatesa combina- 
tlon could not be beaten, the St. Louis wire 
maker was summoned to Chicago and there 
followed one of the most spectacular con- 
ferences in this country’s financial history.

Besides that he 
had dictated agreements under which he 
was to receive royalties on every foot of 
barbed wire manufactured by the Edenborn 
method. And he emerged also as head of

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which had been organized during the wses- 
sion. He had whipped the big interests ana 
made them like it. He was one of the few 
men who ever bucked against J. Pierpont 
Morgan the elder and got away with a whole 
skin. 


T WAS in the early nineties that the 
Edenborns left St. Louls when his 
duties as one of the executives of the 


Steel Trust necessitated his residence 
in New York. But bis New York stay 
was not of iong duration. Sitting on 


the board of the Steel Trust bored Wil- 
liam Edenborn to desperation and after 
a few years of it he quit. 

“I'm accustomed to deciding myself what 
I want to do,” he is reported as saying. “I 
don't intend to spend the rest of my life 
talking.’’ 

He did not completely sever connection 
witb the steel interests until about 1903, but 
several years before he had definitely trane- 
ferred his affections to another field. 

Edenborn was essentially a bulider and, 
being a builder, he could not long remain 
satisfied uniese he was building something. 
It was probably for that reason as much 
as any other that be chose railroading when, 
in 1896, he cast about for something to keep 
him interested and busy in his declining 
years. When it came to the selection of « 
promising field he showed the same sound 
judgment he had displayed before in the 
wire business, for he chose the potentially 
rich valley of the Red River in Louisiana as 
the territory he would serve. He built the 
400 miles of track from Shreveport to New 
Orleans at his own expense, doing much of 
the engineering work himself, and he kept 
it &@ one-mas raliroad uptil the end It 
wasnt very profitable at first.

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Texas farming, oll and mining terri- 
tory. The Shreveport-New Orleans line 
also penetrates Louisiana's richest cot- 
ton and lumber country and provides 
the principal means of transportation 
for the new Urania oil field. Inventory 
of the road is still incomplete, but its 
value is roughly estimated to be in ex- 
cess of $15,000,000. Edenborn asked 
$25,000,000 for it when the Kansas 
City Southern tried to buy it and held 
out for that figure through repeated 
negotiations up to the time of his 
death. 

Although Shreveport has always 
been the headquarters of the railroad, 
the Edenborns made New Orleans 
their home when they abandoned resl- 
dence in New York about 1908. Par- 
alleling aristocratic St. Charles ave- 
nue two blocks east fe a narrow thor- 
oughfare called Hampson atreet. It is 
dingy, its pavement, which at best is 
only a sort of macadam, is full of 
holes and its homes are mostly the 
modest abodes of working men. Af

west end and only a few blocks from 


‘the Mississippi River, stands a small
